M. 8. Boot, of this city, a gen- 


tleman whose veracity will not be 
questioned in this community, gives 
us the following statement of a scene 
which he witnessed a short time 
since in the eastern portion of this 
county: "I was at Campo on Oct. 1. 
An Indian had been found guilty 
of breaking into the house of Mr. 
Herriok and stealing some blankets. 
He was tried before Justice of the 
Peace Gaskill and turned over to the 
old Indian Alcalde ancTsix chiefs for 
punishment. They sentenced him 
to receive 100 lashes. They were 
just getting ready to tie him up as 
I started for dinner after putting 
out my team. The prisoner was a 
large young man, six feet high and 
well proportioned. He was tied up 
by the wrists with a long rope, and 
the rope was passed through the 
springs of a high seat on one side of 
a wagon and over the other side, the 
victim "rjeing drawn up so that his 
feet would just touch the ground. 
His feet were spread and each tied 
to the wagonspokes, and his body 
was tied at the hips. His shirt was 
removed, and then a stalwart Indian 
administered the punishment with a 
leather lariat, by whirling it arouad 
his head tnd bringing it down with 
his utmost force upon the naked 
body of the prisoner. The Wood 
poured from the wreathing man's 
back. After a strong man had ad- 
ministered fifty strokes he was so 
exhausted by the task that he gave 
way to another fiend, a younger and 
more muscular Indian, who contin- 
ued the infamous [torture. 
Fifty 


lashes had already been laid on, and 
the young devil still cut into the 
flesh.of the prisoner fifty times more. 
I spare a recital of'theawful shrieks 
and cries of the poor, tortured crear 
ure. When the 100 lashes had 
lus been administered the Indian 
Alcalde told the almost dying man 
o leave the country, or he would be 
nng if he ever came back.

ndians has been whipped once he 
will never steal again; it makes a 
*ood Indian' of him. This prison- 
r when let down fell to the ground, 
nd could not move without sup- 
ort from his sister."

a remarkable similarity between the 
writing of Philip and the manuscript 
of the Garfield letter, and having satis- 
fied himself that he had found the au- 
thor of the letter Lonergan laid bin 
discoveries before the state central 
committee. 
In the meantime Albert 


Daggett, of Brooklyn, had in some way 
conceived a suspicion of Philip. Hunt- 
ing around he found an order that Phil- 
ip had written and a comparison of 
manuscripts satisfied him that lie had 
unravek-d the knot. This order was 
sent to the committee, and all the spec- 
imens of Philip's writing, together with 
the forged letter, were put into the 
hands of Payne, the celebrated ex- 
pert, and several others of his profes- 
sion. 
This afternoon they completed 


their report, and unanimously declare 
Philip to be the author of the "Chinese 
letter." They find whole words in Phil- 
ip's writing almost identical in manu- 
script with the same words in the Gar- 
field letter, while isolated letters in both 
the editorial copy and the forged letter 
are manifestly by the same hand. These 
experts were separated like the transla- 
tors of the Bible, and each had before 
him a photograph of the forged letter, 
and a mass of manuscript, part of which 
was Philip's. Their reports Jwere made 
separately, and were all to the effect 
that the man who wrote Philip's manu- 
script must have been the forger, 
though they do not yet know his name. 
The report of the Central Committee 
will be prepared to-morrow morning. 
To-night they affect to know nothing 
and decline to give anything for publi- 
cation. 
Your correspondent saw Gen. 


Arthur to-night and asked the exact 
faots. The General refused to permit 
anything to go out, ostensibly because 
he was afraid Philip would get away, 
but in reality because he wanted all the 
facts to come out through [this report, 
so that no one paper would get it all in 
advance.
